Work of the U««« Cumml 

Washington, Nov. 19.— Secretary o* 
the Interior Bliss, in hta annual re- 
port, made public Thursday niirht, 
submits estimates aggregating 8158,- 
5:12,419 for appropriations by congress 
for the fiscal year ending June 80. 1899. 
Discussing pensions, he says 200.000 
pension claims are awaiting adjudica- 
tion, and it is estimated that 40 or 80 
per cent of these will bo finally ad- 
mitted. If they are rapidly adjudicated 
they will swell the perision roll from 
85,000.000" to 87,000,000. When, how- 
ever, these claims are adjudicated and 
the first payment made thereon the 
amount of the pension roll will de- 
crease very rapidly, possibly to 8125.- 
000,000 or 8130.000,000 the first year. 

The total Indian population of the 
United States, exclusive of the New 
York Indians and the five civilized 
tribes, approximates 177,17s, located on 
177 reservations, which contain approx- 
imately 33,404,8:17 acres. Of these 4,545 
have accepted allotments of land which 
aggregate about 044,147 acres. 

Secretary Bliss says while the open- 
ing of the Wichita reservation in Ok- 
lahoma to white settlement would 
greatly promote the 
of that country, yet 
of the unsettled cond 
the questions affecting their 
rights until there Is further legislation, 
he does not see hpw it can be done 
without causing great injury and dis- 
tress. To guard against this, recom- 
mendation is made that the Dawes 
commission be authorized to investi- 
gate questions as to their rights and 
claims and report recommendations 
for tpatdy arid just settlement 

Referring to the work of the Dawes 
commission, it is announced that the 
investigation of the rights of appli- 
cants for citizenship in the five nations 
has Ireen practically completed; the 
commission has been preparing the 
rolls of citizenship of the several tribes 
and has negotiated three agreements. 
That with both the Chootaws and 
Chickasaws of April 23, 1MI7, Is be- 
fore congress and has been ratified 
by those tribes. That made with 
the Creeks Septernt>er 27 last, was re- 
jected almost unanimously by the 
Creek council and there it little pros- 
l>ect of any further agreement with 
them. The C'herokees have refused to 
make agreement and negotiations with 
them have been abandoned for the 
time being. Such agreements as have 
been concluded vary so in their 
provisions that in view of the fact that 
eventually a uniform Bystem of 
irovernmeut must be provided for the 
Indian Territory.it is questionable, says 
the report, whether any of the tt+rree- 
ruents should Ix; definitely ratified by 
congress until the desired and neces- 
sary uniformity can l>e secured. The 
secretary says the five tribes have un- 
doubtedly violated in many ways the 
spirit of their agreements with the 
United States under which the ter- 
ritory is now held and governed, and 
while he does not recommend any 
harsh government, the secretary calls 

U'ress to the chaotic Condition of the 
affairs of the territory growing out of 
the several tribes' method of adminis- 
tration. Leading Indiana have ab- 
sorbed great tracto to the exclusion of 
the common people, and government 
by an Indian aristocracy has been 
practically established to the detriment 
of the people. From 200,000 to 250,000 
whites by permission of the Indian 
government have settled in the terri- 
tory but arc merely tenants sufferance. 

Concerning Alaska. Secretary Bliss 
says existing conditions demand a rad- 
ical change In the laws relating thereto 
and he recommends that the public 
land laws be extended to that district, 
that additional land oftices be created 
and appropriations made to carry them 
into effect; that the granting of rights 
of way for railroad*, telegraph and 
telephone lines and the construotlon of 
roads and rails be specifically author- 
ized; that provision be made for the 
incorporation of municipalities, pro- 
viding for the holding of elections, 
defining qualifications for voting.
